JW F you have read or heard of the Changes between 1640. and 1660. you can't © 

be ſurpris'd at the Accidents between 78. and 89. The Pretences, the Sue- 
ceſſes, the Methods uſed and had in both, are ſo exattly. agreeable, thar 
the laſt would have been impoſſible, but that rhe ſame Men who did pro- 

| cure the firſt have occaſioned the later : The Defignes we obſerve to be the 

ſame, and we begin to feel the Conſequences much like the other, 'or rather worſe. 

To inſiſt on the Parallel, is as needleſs as to ſhew their Malignity : It's. enough 

now for us to bethink our ſelves how we have been twice Gulled and Cheated 

by thoſe Men already. *Tis true, Grievances -we. have had, and ſtill have, - -*; 

and muſt expeCt more, as long as thoſ; are at the Helm, &ho when they had for- PF 
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i® ”- to Gratihie the Triſh with their Employments ; but they are exeufable 'to take the 


Bread out of the Mouths of hundreds of Exg/ifh Proteſtants, to feed Foreigners in 
- their places, They complained of Cauſeleis Remoyals of Perſons from Publick 
Places; but, the bitter cryes of many numerous Families, depending for a Eiveli- 
hood upon the late Owners of thoſe Employs, ſhew what the Practice now is: 
They complained of Clofeting ; but have removed ſeveral for Voting according to 
their Eaces as the D. of Grafton, &c. They complained of Billeting Soul- 
diers upon Publick Houſes againſt the Owners will; but till do the fame thing. 
They complained of Hanging Souldiers for Deſertion as Felons; but after lang 
Threats, have now made a Law, That whoſoever ſhall excite, Cauſe, or joyn in any 
thing they ſhall call Mutiny or Sedition, or ſhall Deſert, [hall ſuffer Death, or ſuch 
other Puniſhment as by a Court-Martial ſhall be inflifted. "They complain of a 
Popiſh Army ; but don't aſiign any difference between one Papift and another, while 
they maintain 4000: Foreigners of that Perſwaſton at the Proteftants Charge. 
They complained of not taking the Tefs 3 but would notallow any Term or Sefs 
fioas to take them in. They complained of Paſſive Obedience, as an Unreaſonable, 
Fooliſh, and Impertinent DoCtrine ; but now it is Treafonable to deny it. They 
complained of the Buying of Places; yer they themſelves Sell all, nay turn out all 
that will not pay a years value. They complained of the Treaſonable Collefting 
of the Revenue after King Ch. the 24's Death ; yet receive it without an A& of 
Parliament, and after *tis devolved to the People by the Abdication, as was agreed 
by all the Lawyers in the Houſe the firſt day,though the Cafe was altered,and they 
changed their Opinions five weeks after. They complained of Opreſſive Subſidies; 
but give to the Dutch above half a Million of Money, even without Examination 
of Accounts, when in Juſtice they ought to have paid us much more; being 
Gainers by the diverſion of this years Storm from themſelves, by making us the 
Seat of War to preſerve their own peace. They complained of a Breach upon 
Engliſh-Mens Liberties by long Impriſonments, for want of exceſſive Bail deman- 
ded in evaſion of the Hzbeas Corp AC ; but themſelves have abſolutely ſuſpen- 
ded it, tho' it's hop'd, they may live to repent of the precedent, as an Argument 
hereaſter for the like, or a longer ſuſpenſion upon an alledged neceſſity. They 
complained of the encouragement given to a Gentleman for Writing an Obſerva- 
tor : but themſelves have maintained a Gazzettier and a Remarquer, which is two 
to one. They complained of Johxſoz's uſage for Writing a Book, viz. Fulian the 
Apoſtate, but Goal'd tle Aurhor of a Sheet of Paper, viz. The Deſertion Diſcu(s'd. 
They complained of Sir Thomas Armftrong's Execution without the aid of a Jury, 
tho' in purſuance to a Statute, viz. 5 Eaw: 6. Cap. 11. yet threaten others with 
Attainders, without calling them to Anſwer, tho? in Priſon, and at. forthcoming. 
- They complained of unjuſt Accuſations and Perſecutions ; yet Sir Fohn Moor was 
Profecuted before a {mall Committee, conſiſting chiefly of ſuch Perlons who were 
his Accuſers, or unqualified for AQting according to the known Cuſtoms and Uſa- 
ges of the City. They complained of the decay of Engliſh Trade; 'and yet Durch 
Foreigzers are encouraged and employed to Import Geods, which by Law ought 
to be done by Exgliſþ Bottoms only. . They complained of Breach of the Laws, 
but have forgot what the Law ſays, That there can be no Izterregaum, and that a 
Father is Elder thana Child, that an Uncle is Preferable to a he 2angy* a Brother 
before his: Siſter, in caſe of Inheritances : They are very preſſing for a Bill of 
Comprehenſion and Indulgence ; yetare about to impoſe their new Oaths of Alle- 
iance with the utmoſt rigour ; hoping to raiſe Money, or Impriſon or ruine all 
thoſe who make Conſcience of their Oaths to King James. Andinſtead of pre- 
ſerving 'our Properties, a fourth part of the Money of the Nation will ſcarce ſerve 
for a preſent ſupply. to ſecure their Uſurpatiors. Thus you {ee what are our 
Grievances, and how we are Relievd. ————— —— mult;
